(Fagopyrum tataricum) Favorite Food of Pheasants, 
Grouse and Quail. PLANTING SEASON June and July. 
So Allow 60 days before heavy frost. Sow like 
SESSA Erain, or rake in like grass seed on bare 
SSSESS" spots. Used regularly by Conn. Board of 
Fisheries and Game, and Conn. State University, Game 
Dept. and others. Tartary Buckwheat is as different 
from common buckwheat as popcom is from sweet corm. 
Will grow on poor sandy soils, sweet or sour -- it is 
not particular -- or will grow on good soils, It 
likes a cool climate as found in the northem States 
or in higher elevations and mountainous regions in the 
south. Stands above the snow and holds its grain in 
winter when the birds need it sorely. It has a hard 
_seed coat so does not rot when lying on the ground.
